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WEEKLY MORBIDITY REPORT 


CURRENT TRENDS 
Week Ending 28 Sept 1946 


The admission rate for All Causes this week is 501, an increase of 3.9 percent over the rate 
of 482 for the preceding week. The rate for the corresponding aes in 1945 was 522. The dis- 
tricts recording an increase for the week were the 3rd, 4th, 5th, 6th, 9th, and llth. The high- 
est rate, 706, was reported by the 9th District; the lowest rate, 316° by the River Commands. Six 
of the districts have weekly rates below the continental average. 


The admission rate for Total Respiratory Diseases was 84.1 this week or a decrease of 5.0 
percent from the rate of 885 reported for last week. A year ago the comparable rate was 124.1. 
For the past three weeks there has been a downward trend noted in the rate for combined respira- 
tory diseases. This week rate increases were recorded for only the 4th, 5th, llth, 13th Districts. 
The highest rate 144.4 was reported by the 6th District; the lowest rate, 41,1 was reported by the 
River Commands. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE. Following a noticeable dron to 52.6 last week, the 
admission rate for these infections decreased an additional 3.6 percent this week to 50. 7. The 
current rate represents only catarrhal fever as there have been no cases of influenza reported 
since the week ending 31 August. A year ago the rate for these infections was 79.9. This week 
increases were reported for the 5th, 6th, 7th, Sth and 13th Districts. Of these the rate for the 
Bh District showed the most pronounced rise in jumping from 3.1 to 38.9. 


PNEUMONIA-BRONCHO AND IOBAR. The combined rate for these infections is 1.4 this week or 75 
percent higher than the rate of 0.8 reported for lest week. A year ago, the rate was 1.3. Cases 
were reported this week by only the 3rd, 5th, llth and 12th Districts. Of these only the llth 
District reported cases last week. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL Continuing the decreasing trend established last week, the rate for this 
infection decreased on additional 31.6 percent this week to 2.6. This compares favoradl with the 
corresponding rate in 1945 which was 3.7. No cases were reported this week by the lst, 4th, 12th 
and 13th Districts and the River Commands. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. This diagnosis decreased this week the rate being 29.4 
or 6.4 percent less than the 3L4 for a week ago. For the same week in 1945 the rate was 39% 3. 
Cases were reported by all districts and an upward trend noted in the 4th, 5th, llth and Bth Dis- 
tricts and the River Commands. The 4th District is high with a rate of 61.1, and the 3rd low with 
a rate of 9.8 


SCARLET FEVER. The rate for this disease is 0.2 as compared to 2.6 for last week and 1.4 for 
the same week in 1945. The single case reported this week was in the 5th District. 


MEASLES. The rate for meesles increesed to 1.0 this week, a rate of 0.7 was reported for last 
week. Cases were reported in only the llth and 12th Districts.
